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MINUTES 

OF  THE 

ANNUAL  MEETING  of  the  PATRONS  and  MEMBERS 

HELD  AT 

MOUNT    SINAI  HOSPITAL, 

DECEMBER  30th,  1883. 


Mr.  Hyman  Blum,  President,  in  the  chair,  a  full  Board  of 
Directors  and  a  quorum  present. 

The  Secretary  read  the  reports  of  the  President  and  Directors, 
Finance  Committee,  Treasurer  and  Dispensary  Committee,  and 
the  Yice-President,  Mr.  "Wallach,  read  that  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  all  of  which  were  ordered  on  file,  and  a  motion  to 
print  all  the  reports  and  to  circulate  them  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Eduard  Lasker,  of  Berlin,  member  of  the  German 
Reichstag,  was  here  introduced  by  the  President  and  was  asked 
to  address  the  meeting  which  he  did  as  follows  in  German:

Pardon  me  for  addressing  you  in  German,  for  although  I 
hear  your  proceedings  are  conducted  in  English,  I  know  that 
most  of  you  understand  German,  and  it  therefore  seems  appro- 
priate to  me  to  use  my  mother-tongue  and  the  mother-tongue  of 
the  majority. 

It  is  in  German  that  the  heart's  feelings  can  be  best  expressed,. 
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and  it  is  from  my  heart  that  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  invi- 
tation to  this  meeting,  and  your  kind  reception  here. 

It  affords  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  be  an  eye  witness  of  the 
lively  interest  evidenced  by  this  assembly.  During  my  entire 
journey  through  America,  the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  Jews 
have  made  an  especially  acute  and  satisfactory  impression  upon 
me.  I  see,  in  this  lively  interest  in  works  of  love  and  benevolence, 
the  richest  and  most  magnificent  conception  of  Judaism.  And 
the  careful  conservation  of  this  holy  duty  induces  me  somewhat 
to  overlook  the  fact  that  I  have  seen  in  other  respects  very  little 
attempt  among  the  Jews  of  America  to  preserve  the  traditions  of 
the  olden  times. 

When  the  Deity  selected  Israel  to  be,  as  it  were,  a  teacher  and  a 
monitor  to  the  nations,  a  large  portion  of  the  national  duty,  I  take 
it,  was  to  consist  in  the  exhibition  of  that  charitable  disposition  and 
active  sympathy  which  mark  the  Jewish  heart.  And  the  assemblage 
to-day  gives  me  ample  proof  that  this  portion  of  the  national 
mission  is  abundantly  discharged,  when  I  see  men  who  the 
whole  week  around  are  the  slaves  of  their  own  material  interests, 
devote  the  one  leisure  day  they  have,  to  the  care  and  protection 
of  the  poor  and  suffering. 

I  see  here  exemplified  in  close  proximity  the  guardianship  of 
the  orphans,  and  of  the  sick  and  distressed,  and  I  can  recall 
nothing  of  all  that  I  have  seen  in  my  journey  in  America  which 
has  had  so  refreshing  and  inspiring  an  effect  upon  me,  as  these 
evidences  that  the  Jews,  who  are  freer  here  than  in  any  other 
land,  devote  themselves  with  all  the  more  energy  and  devotion 
to  the  development  of  benevolence,  and  thus  testify  to  the  vast 
power  for  good  which  lies  inherent  in  the  Jewish  race  wherever 
they  may  be  domiciled.  May  their  blessed  activity  suffer  naught 
of  diminution  in  the  future,  and  the  national  mission  be  dis- 
charged never  less  fully  than  hitherto.  Allow  me,  for  myself, 
to  thank  you  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  witness  these 
glorious  developments  of  your  benevolent  promptings." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  S.  Latz,  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  were 
tendered  to  the  President  and  Directors  for  their  labors  during 
the  past  year,  and  Mr.  Jesse  Seligman  expressed  such  thanks  on 
behalf  of  said  meeting.

Report  of  the  President  and  Directors. 


New  York,  December  30th,  1883. 

To  you,  the  Patrons  and  Members  of  this  well  recognized  charity 
in  our  community, 

We  are  again  permitted  to  render  an  account  of  our  steward- 
ship of  the  trust  you  have  reposed  in  us. 

The  Hospital  has  been  improved  in  every  possible  direction; 
its  aim  to  do  good  is  being  more  perfectly  achieved  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  means  at  our  command  afford  facilities  for  ex- 
tending the  work  of  benevolence  you  desire  to  accomplish. 

With  the  exercise  of  due  economy  we  have  endeavored  to 
combine  a  degree  of  liberality  in  making  that  comfortable  pro- 
vision and  accommodation  for  our  inmates  which  were  warranted 
by  the  improved  situation  of  our  affairs. 

The  most  complete  accord  in  all  departments  and  the  thorough 
discipline  existing,  have  produced  results  which  are  gratifying  to 
all  who  make  common  cause  with  us  in  its  maintenance  and  ad- 
ministration. 

With  excellent  physicians  of  high  repute  on  our  visiting  and 
house  staffs,  faithful  supervision  on  the  part  of  our  superinten- 
dent and  matron,  trained  and  competent  nurses  in  our  wards, 
with  the  comforts  of  our  inmates  cared  for  by  the  noble  ladies 
of  the  Auxiliary  Society,  and  with  a  staff  of  attaches  in  every 
department  well  fitted  to  their  respective  duties,  it  is  no  idle 
boast  to  claim  that  in  no  institution  are  the  sick  and  suffering 
better  provided  for  than  in  ours  ;  satisfactory  as  this  result  ap- 
pears, it  is  to  you,  in  making  provision  for  those  placed  in  our 
charge,  that  the  thanks  of  the  community  are  mainly  due. 

The  statistics  of  the  work  done  during  the  year,  the  details  of 
which  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  and  Dispensary 
Committees,  show  that  2,033  patients  were  treated  in  the  Hos- 
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pital  and  39,747  consultations  held  in  the  Dispensary,  the 
largest  number  in  tiny  year  during  the  existence  of  our  institu- 
tion. It  is  thus  evident  that  the  additional  accommodation 
provided  last  year  for  the  care  of  more  inmates  was  a  timely  con- 
sideration, fully  warranted  by  the  increased  demand  in  a  growing 
city. 

FINANCES. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Finance  Committee  show 
that  the  entire  receipts  for  the  year,  from  all  sources,  were 
$104,274.40  as  against  $69,027.62  for  the  past  year.  It  is  a  grat- 
ifying exhibit  that,  notwithstanding  the  outlay  of  $64,527.41  for 
the  general  expenses,  the  payment  of  $24,713.95  due  on  im- 
provements made  last  year  (which  had  not  been  completed  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  of  1882)  and  an  expenditure  of  $920.28 
for  improvements  made  this  year  (required  to  maintain  the  good 
condition  of  the  building);  we  have  nevertheless  been  able  to  set 
apart  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  out  of  the  $26,569.32  cash  balance 
in" the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  to  be  added  to  our  permanent 
fund;  the  latter  will  then  amount  to  $140,000.00. 

Our  institution  is  growing  in  the  estimation  of  the  charitably 
inclined,  many  of  whom  make  provisions  by  bequests  ;  others  in 
founding  perpetual  beds  in  our  wards.  The  legacies  and  bequests 
during  the  year  were:

Perpetual  beds  were  dedicated  :

The  receipts  from  Patrons  and  Members  during  the  year  were 
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$35,192.50,  an  increase  of  $4,487.50  over  those  of  the  preceding 
year. 

From  the  Board  of  Excise  and  Apportionment  we  received 
$3,948.00,  and  from  the  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Associa- 
tion the  sum  of  $4,100.00  from  the  undesignated  fund,  and  also 
$100  as  designated  contributions.  From  donations  in  Book  of 
Life,  including  those  on  Reception  day,  $4,292.00  ;  donations 
otherwise,  $3,545.29. 

The  statistics  of  the  several  hospitals  of  this  city  demonstrate 
the  fact  that  our  institution  fully  maintains  its  past  record  in 
the  fields  of  philanthropy  and  benevolence,  in  gratuitously 
treating  a  larger  number  of  patients  than  any  other  kindred  in- 
stitution ;  nearly  96  per  cent  of  the  indoor  and  all  of  the  out- 
door patients  have  received  treatment  free  of  charge. 

Saturday,  December  29th,  and  Sunday,  December  30th,  will  be 
observed  this  year  for  the  collections  in  aid  of  the  institutions 
connected  with  the  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association. 

The  number  of  contributors  for  the  past  year  was  684  Patrons 
and  1,986  Members. 

Aside  from  the  efforts  of  our  directors,  we  have  received  great 
aid  toward  the  increase  of  membership  by  a  sub-committee,  or- 
ganized in  pursuance  of  a  call  from  our  Board,  of  which  Mr.  H. 
B.  Binswanger  kindly  acted  as  Chairman  and  Messrs.  M.  Seckel 
and  S.  M.  Phillips  as  Secretaries. 

These  combined  endeavors  added  123  patrons  and  817  mem- 
bers to  our  list.  Many  of  these  were  but  recently  enrolled  ;  no 
bills  were  presented  them  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  hence  the  bene- 
fit of  their  contributions  will  only  be  materially  felt  in  next 
year's  income.  The  thanks  of  our  board  are  extended  to  the 
several  members  of  this  snb-committee  for  their  zealous  work  in 
behalf  of  our  hospital. 

We  may  safely  conclude  from  this  that  the  field  for  enrolling 
additional  members  is  not  yet  exhausted,  and  that  further 
efforts  should  be  made  in  this  direction.  j 

Many  of  our  young  men,  charitably  inclined  and  of  sympa- 
thetic impulses,  would  no  doubt,  if  appealed  to,  contribute  to  the 
support  of  our  institution  ;  let  such  as  do  not,  reflect  but  for  a 
moment  that  the  ten  dollars  paid  by  a  member  provide  shelter, 
food,  medical  attendance,  nurses,  and  medicine  for  a  patient  for 
more  than  a  week,  oftentimes  saving  the  life  of  a  homeless  un- 
fortunate. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  expenses  of  the  Hospital  have  been  large,  but  a  perusal  of 
the  statistics  will  show  that  they  have  not  been  out  of  proportion 
to  the  increased  work  done  in  every  department. 

The  current  expenditures  for  the  year  were  $65,447.69:  de- 
ducting from  this  $920.28  for  permanent  improvements  made 
during  the  year,  $547. 40  for  repairs  and  alterations,  and  $6,744.21 
for  the  out-door  department,  there  remains  an  actual  expense  of 
$57,235.80  for  the  hospital  proper,  as  against  $56,071.59  for  the 
year  1882. 

Comparison  with  the  outlays  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  similar  institutions  evidences  the  fact  that  ours  is  as 
economically  administered  as  any  other. 

Our  patients  receive  not  alone  good  care  for  their  comfort,  but 
also  the  best  of  nourishment;  while  nothing  extravagant  is 
furnished,  they  nevertheless  receive  the  most  wholesome  food, 
and  we  feel  it  to  be  proper  that  these  inmates,  many  of  whom 
may  have  seen  better  and  brighter  days,  have  such  provisions 
made  for  them  as  will  restore  their  wasted  strength  and  aid  in 
their  convalescence. 

Visitors  in  our  wards,  as  well  as  the  patients  themselves,  ex- 
press great  satisfaction  with  the  excellent  diet  furnished  by  our 
institution.  No  complaints  on  this  account  are  heard  from  any 
source,  and  were  we  to  supply  the  inmates  with  an  inferior  kind 
of  food  it  would  result  in  a  small  saving  only.

In  the  death  of  our  respected  colleague,  Lewis  Fatman,  our 
institution  has  been  deprived  of  one  of  its  stanch  est  supporters  ; 
for  many  years  a  director,  and  for  a  long  time  the  vice-president 
of  the  Hospital,  his  absence  and  the  want  of  his  wise  counsel  in 
our  deliberations  creates  a  great  void  ;  when  we  look  upon  the 
empty  seat  he  so  regularly  filled  in  the  meetings  of  our  board  our 
hearts  are  filled  with  sadness  at  the  thought  ihat  we  shall  not 
see  him  among  us  again.  A  man  of  sterling  integrity,  of  a  sym- 
pathetic nature  and  conscientious  purpose,  he  brought  to  his 
zealous  work  attributes  which  commanded  the  respect  of  all  who 
knew  him. 

It  also  becomes  our  sorrowful  duty  to  record  the  deaths  of 
our  former  directors, 

Michael  Dinkelspiel 
Moses  G.  Hanauer 
Joseph  Eeckendorfer 
Nathaniel  Barnett. 
Among  the  many  benefactors  of  the  Hospital,  their  names 
should  be  held  in  high  estimation. 

Sigmund  Spingarn  departed  this  life  on  the  twelfth  of  March 
last.  An  exemplary  man,  combining  rare  attributes,  his  career 
in  our  midst  has  been  one  which  has  endeared  him  to  and  iden- 
tified him  with  all  of  our  eleemosynary  institutions.  Sad 
indeed  to  contemplate  that  so  young  in  years,  and  accomplishing 
so  much  in  his  short  earthly  career,  he  should  be  taken  from  us. 

As  a  community,  we  deeply  mourn  our  loss ;  as  a  deserving- 
tribute  his  name  will  ever  be  cherished. 

The  mutability  of  all  things  earthly  has  deprived  us  of  many 
who  were  connected  with  our  institution.  During  this  year  the 
following  of  our  members  and  patrons  have  departed  this  life:

RESIGNATIONS  OF  DRS.    JACOBI  AND  LOOMIS. 

We  record  with  great  regret  the  resignations  of  Drs.  Jacobi 
and  Loomis  from  the  visiting  staff  of  the  hospital.  Well-known 
in  this  and  other  communities,  it  needs  no  words  from  us  to 
make  it  apparent  that  the  deprivation  of  their  active  services  is 
a  great  loss  to  our  institution.  We  refrain  from  speaking  of  the 
great  ability  and  experience  of  these  eminent  physicians,  the 
benefits  of  which  were  extended  to  our  patients;  but  of  what  we 
may  be  permitted  to  make  mention  is  their  long,  faithful  con- 
nection with  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  especially  that  of  Dr. 
Jacobi,  which  began  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  in  the  earliest 
stages  of  our  institution.  Their  conscientious,  laudable  en- 
deavors to  advance  the  reputation  of  our  hospital  have  been  pro- 
ductive of  great  results,  and  we  are  doing  but  simple  justice 
when  we  state  that  the  high  rank  which  our  institution  now 
occupies  has  been  partly  attained  through  the  work  of  these 
eminent  men.  The  directors  and  patients,  as  well  as  the  entire 
community,  owe  these  gentlemen  grateful  recognition  of  their 
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noble  achievements  in  a  field  where  their  rare  talent  has  been 
productive  of  so  much  good. 

As  a  deserved  tribute,  Drs.  Jacobi  and  Loom  is  were  unani- 
mously appointed  by  our  Board  as  the  consulting  physicians  of 
the  Hospital.  It  pleases  us  that  we  thereby  retain  the  prestige 
of  their  names  in  connection  with  the  institution,  and,  when 
necessary,  we  can  obtain  their  counsel  with  that  of  the  many 
other  able  physicians  on  our  staff. 

PURIM  BALL. 

The  ball  under  the  auspices  of  the  Purim  Association,  an 
event  which  in  its  charitable  and  social  features  has  become  so  well 
recognized  in  our  community,  was  held  this  year  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital,  and  shows  a  most  successful  result,  adding 
$15,115  to  our  treasury.  The  many  details  of  preparation,  and 
the  excellent  management  of  the  entire  affair  were  ably  superin- 
tended by  the  several  gentlemen  composing  said  association 
— public-spirited  and  noble-hearted  men,  sacrificing  their  time 
for  the  good  of  our  several  charities — a  fact  made  manifest  since 
the  organization  of  their  society;  we  thank  them,  and  gratefully 
acknowledge  their  excellent  work  in  the  field  of  true  philan- 
thropy. 

RECEPTION. 

The  many  improvements  in  the  Hospital  made  it  particularly 
appropriate  that  a  special  opportunity  be  offered  to  the  public 
for  its  inspection,  and  on  the  21st  of  October  the  institution  was 
opened  for  that  purpose.  At  no  similar  event  were  we  honored 
by  so  many  visitors;  among  them  were  many  who  are  promi- 
nent in  our  community  as  being  identified  with  the  several 
charities  of  our  city. 

The  ladies  of  the  Auxiliary  Society,  as  heretofore,  assumed 
the  management  of  the  reception;  its  satisfactory  results  were 
eminently  due  to  their  untiring  efforts. 

With  the  well-organized  charities  in  our  "midst  providing  for 
the  sick,  the  orphans,  the  aged,  and  the  poor,  a  work  respec- 
tively intrusted  to  the  care  of  our  Hospital,  Orphan  Asylum,  the 
Home,  and  the  United  Hebrew  Charities,  our  city  exhibits  a 
public  spirit  second  to  none  other,  and  manifests  that,  with  the 
increased  wants  in  a  community  like  ours,  there  is  no  lack  of 
means  to  provide  for  the  unfortunate.  Such  promptings  evi- 
dence goodness  of  heart,  and  reflect  honor  upon  us  as  a  people. 
There  is  a  happy  accord  between  all  of  these  institutions,  and  a 
general  disposition  to  aid  one  another  in  caring  for  those  who 
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are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  either  of  these  well-deserving 
charities. 

In  conclusion,  we  thank  all  those  whose  charitable  efforts  and 
contributions  have  aided  our  Hospital,  and  enabled  it  to  con- 
tinue the  good  purpose  which  called  it  into  life. 

Whatever  distinctions  of  sect  or  faith  separate  us,  there  is 
one  common  bond  in  which  all  mankind  is  indissolubly  knit 
together.  The  essence  of  all  religious  teachings,  to  be  good  and 
charitable  to  the  unfortunate,  forms  a  corner  stone  upon  which 
we  build  an  edifice,  in  the  work  of  which  all  can  unite,  and  to 
the  erection  of  which  all  can  contribute;  with  no  discordant 
elements,  but  with  one  common  impulse  and  zeal,  for  a  noble 
cause,  we  instinctively  grasp  the  warm  hand,  we  feel  the  throb- 
bing of  the  generous  heart  of  all  those  who  labor  in  this  field  of 
benevolence;  it  is  the  religion  of  civilization — its  temple  the 
world,  its  altar  humanity,  its  theme  universal,  its  teachings 
everlasting  from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  To  such  high  and 
noble  purposes  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  has  been  dedicated.  As  in 
the  past,  so  in  the  future  may  it  accomplish  its  philanthropic 
aims,  worthily  performing  its  mission  to  the  unfortunate  and 
distressed  in  our  community,  without  other  consideration  than 
that  they  are  objects  for  our  benevolence.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  Mount  Sinai  Hospital: 

Marked  by  no  unusual  event  worthy  of  record,  the  history  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1st,  1883,  is 
memorable  only  for  the  increased  work  in  all  departments.  In 
fact,  in  this  respect,  our  institution  exhibits  a  picture  of  great 
progress  and  development,  showing  that  it  not  alone  fosters  and 
perpetuates  the  cardinal  principles  of  benevolence  for  which  it 
was  founded,  but  gives  promise  of  still  greater  usefulness  in  a 
community  so  well  recognized  for  its  charitable  inclinations  and 
care  for  those  who,  by  reason  of  their  condition,  are  worthy 
recipients  of  such  bounty. 

The  general  statistics  submitted  to  you,  herewith,  are  an  indi- 
cation of  that  perfect  organization  and  completeness  of  detail  so 
necessary  in  the  conduct  of  so  large  an  institution. 

It  must  be  considered  that  the  welfare  of  the  patients  depends 
upon  efficient  visiting  physicians,  energetic  and  conscientious 
house  staffs,  attentive  nurses,  proper  diet,  correct  hygienic  sur- 
roundings, and  when  we  say  that  most  satisfactory  results  have 
been  achieved,  it  evidences  the  fact  that  it  is  due  to  a  thorough 
management  in  all  the  departments,  as  well  as  intelligent  and 
conscientious  action  on  the  part  of  those  in  whose  charge  the 
sick  are  placed. 

The  additions,  alterations,  and  improvements,  begun  last  year, 
having  been  completed,  the  wards  have  since  been  occupied  to 
their  utmost  capacity,  as  the  statistics  hereinafter  will  manifest.

Independent  of  the  general  surgical  and  medical  departments, 
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special  wards  (ire  provided  for  the  treatment  of  children,  for 
diseases  of  women,  and  eye  and  ear  patients.  The  latter,  opened 
this  year  in  charge  of  Dr.  E.  Omening,  has  proved  a  great  suc- 
cess and  a  valuable  acquisition  to  our  Hospital. 

Without  the  slightest  intention  to  reflect  on  past  administra- 
tions, it  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  the  constituents  of  our  insti- 
tution to  know,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  table  showing 
number  of  patients,  entire  support  account,  and  per  capita  support 
of  each  patient,  that  the  cost  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
each  inmate  has  during  recent  years  rather  diminished  than  in- 
creased. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  additional  special  services  pro- 
vided during  the  past  few  years  for  women's  diseases,  isolated 
cases  in  separate  buildings,  and  patients  in  eye  and  ear  wards 
have  entailed  more  than  the  usual  average  expenditures  for  this 
class  of  patients,  for  extra  nurses  and  other  concomitants  inci- 
dental thereto,  it  evidences  the  fact  that,  while  the  work  in  our 
institution  is  much  greater  and  broader  in  its  character  than 
heretofore,  it  has  been  done  without  any  detriment  to  economy 
in  its  management. 

The  following  table  taken  from  the  reports  of  the  past  ten 
years  from  1873  to  1883  (during  the  occupancy  of  the  present 
buildings)  has  been  deemed  by  our  committee  as  a  fair  basis  to 
justify  their  conclusions.

Comparison  in  this  respect  with  other  private  hospitals  in  this 
city  exhibits  a  similarly  flattering  result.  The  statement  of  the 
Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association  shows  that  the  lead- 
ing institutions,  such  as  may  be  ranked  with  Mount  Sinai  Hospital, 
present  a  larger  per  capita  cost,  per  day,  for  the  year  1883;  in  some 
it  is  as  high  as  $1.43  as  against  $1.03 \  in  our  Hospital. 

These  statistics  further  demonstrate  the  following  important 
facts  for  your  consideration  and  reflection;  that,  while  occupying 
the  same  buildings,  874  patients  were  treated  in  1873  and  1,073  in 
1874,  since  then  the  service  has  steadily  increased,  from  year  to 
year,  until  provisions  for  the  accommodation  and  treatment  of  2,033 
patients  were  made  during  the  year  ending  December  1st,  1883; 
this  emphatically  corroborates  the  oft-repeated  statement  that 
the  constant  growth  of  our  city  creates  a  consequent  increased 
demand  for  the  benefits  conferred  by  this  institution.  This  will, 
at  no  distant  day,  present  to  you  the  question  of  providing  a  larger 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  persons  seeking  hospital  care. 

The  inadequacy  of  room  for  those  now  applying  is  made 
forcibly  apparent  to  your  committee;  at  every  one  of  its  52  meet- 
ings during  the  year,  with  but  a  few  beds  vacant  (at  times  but 
one  or  two)  there  are  from  thirty  to  fifty  applicants  on  the  list; 
a  number  of  these,  who  would  otherwise  be  admitted  at  once^are 
obliged  to  wait  in  consecutive  order  until  beds  become  vacant. 

This  accounts  for  the  yearly  increasing  figures  under  the  heads 
of  "  Refused  for  want  of  room  "  and  "  Admitted  under  the 
rules,"  as  may  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  statistics  in  this  and 
previous  reports. 

DISPENSARY. 

In  pace  with  the  increase  in  the  in-door  department,  the  Dis- 
pensary shows  the  largest  work  since  its  existence. 
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29,747  consultations  were  held  during  the  year,  requiring  the 
preparation  of  46,300  prescriptions,  the  medicines  for  all  of 
which,  as  well  as  the  medical  advice  extended,  were  entirely  gra- 
tuitous to  all  the  applicants. 

We  refer  you  to  the  full  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dispen- 
sary for  details  of  the  management  of  this  branch  of  our  charity. 

The  nurses  furnished  us  by  the  Mount  Sinai  Training  School 
are,  as  heretofore,  efficient  and  satisfactory. 

The  Training  School,  though  entirely  distinct  from  our  insti- 
tution, is  well  entitled  to  a  word  of  commendation  from  us,  and 
deserves  a  better  hold  on  those  among  us  who  interest  themselves 
in  all  that  is  productive  of  general  good  to  the  community. 

This  society,  besides  supplying  the  Hospital,  furnishes  compe- 
tent nurses  for  private  families,  oftentimes  affording  great  re- 
lief to  overtaxed  friends  or  relatives  who  otherwise  would  be 
obliged  to  watch  at  the  bedside  of  the  patient;  they  are  an  import- 
ant aid  to  the  attending  physician  in  carrying  out  his  instructions 
intelligently,  and  it  is  a  boon  to  those  who  require  such  services 
that  an  organization  exists  where  they  are  educated  for  that 
purpose. 

The  United  Hebrew  Charities  assist  us  materially  in  providing 
for  many  of  our  applicants  who  require  other  than  hospital  care. 
Many  who  apply  to  us  seek  mainly  shelter  and  food;  at  times 
there  are  some  who  ask  to  be  returned  to  relatives,  here  or  abroad, 
who  would  aid  them.  These  are  taken  charge  of  by  this  public- 
spirited  and  well-managed  organization  with  a  readiness  which 
entitles  it  to  our  warmest  praise  and  sincere  thanks. 

To  Drs.  Jacobi,  Loomis,  Gerster,  Rudisch,  Stimson,  Grueuing, 
Heineman,  Fluhrer,  Wyeth,  Munde,  and  Meyer,  our  attending 
staff,  we  tender  the  thanks  they  so  richly  deserve  for  arduous 
duties,  well  performed.  Their  zeal  and  fidelity  command  our 
grateful  recognition. 

It  is  not  from  mere  custom  that  we  acknowledge  the  faithful 
and  efficient  services  rendered  us  during  the  past  year  by  the 
present  house  staff.  The  surgeons  and  physicians,  forming  this 
branch  of  the  service,  are  a  most  important  factor  in  the  internal 
management  of  the  Hospital.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  say  that, 
during  our  connection  with  the  Executive  Department,  we  have 
at  no  time  had  a  more  conscientious  or  competent  staff. 

Drs.  Vanderpool,  Rice,  Mack,  Coleman,  Burns,  Shiland,  May, 
Hitchcock,  and  Walter  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  meritori- 
ous record  they  have  made  in  our  institution. 
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Dr.  Davison,  our  admitting  physician,  brings  to  his  position 
that  thorough  experience  as  well  as  every  other  requisite  which 
make  him  so  well  fitted  for  the  performance  of  his  duties.  We 
acknowledge  his  faithful  attention  to  a  most  important  branch  of 
the  service, 

With  commendable  devotion  and  zealous  care  for  the  internal 
management,  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Theodore  Hadel,  discharge  their  respective  duties  in  a  manner 
which  calls  for  our  warmest  encomiums. 

Besides  the  supervision  of  the  household,  which  is  most  con- 
scientiously performed,  our  Matron,  Mrs.  Hadel,  makes  daily 
visits  to  the  bed-side  of  the  patients,  bringing  them  kind  words 
of  comfort,  thereby  producing  most  beneficent  influence  on  the 
sick,  who  are  thus  made  the  constant  recipients  of  her  kind  atten- 
tions. 

The  Auxiliary  Society  have  again  added  laurels  to  those  already 
won  in  their  work  of  philanthropy.  It  is  not  generally  known 
that  these  kind-hearted  ladies  make  provision  for  all  the  bedding, 
linen,  and  clothes  required  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital.  Indepen- 
dent of  the  value  of  the  articles  supplied,  they  are  much  better 
than  we  could  otherwise  obtain,  everything  being  selected  and 
provided  by  them  with  the  careful  consideration  dictated  by 
the  noble  promptings  of  their  mild  hearts  and  charitable  in- 
clinations. 

They  visit  our  wards  and  cheer  our  patients  ;  many  a  blessing 
is  offered  for  them  by  the  sad  hearts  to  which  they  bring  sunshine; 
to  these  blessings  we  add  ours.  May  the  Giver  of  mercy  richly 
reward  them  with  health  and  happiness. 

Our  thanks  are  hereby  expressed  to  the  ladies  of  the  Flower 
Mission  for  flowers  sent  to  our  wards;  to  the  editors  of  Jewish 
Messenger,  Hebrew  Leader^  American  Israelite  (Cincinnati), 
Staats-Zeitung,  American  Hebrew,  Hebrew  Standard,  Nachrich- 
ten  aus  Deutscliland  und  Schiveiz,  Jewish  Advocate,  Jewish 
Herald,  New  York  World,  New  Yorker  Zeitung,  for  copies  of 
their  journals;  also,  to  the  ministers  of  our  several  congregations 
for  the  words  of  consolation  they  extend  to  our  patients  during 
the  frequent  visits  they  make  to  our  wards. 

The  garden  of  the  hospital  has  been  beautified  by  a  large  foun- 
tain, the  kind  donation  of  Mrs.  Mayer  Lehman.  It  is  here 
where  in  clement  weather,  the  convalescing  patient  seeks  the 
pure  air  to  restore  his  wasted  strength;  what  greater  charity  than 
to  make  these  surroundings  pleasant  ?    As  the  cool,  refreshing 
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waters  of  the  fountain  rise  in  sparkling  sprays,  reflected  in  the 
golden  sunlight  from  above,  the  inmost  thanks  of  the  invalid  are 
poured  forth  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  the  blessings  He  bestows 
through  the  instrumentality  of  such  hearts. 

The  sombre  pall  of  night  had  fallen  upon  nature.  Within  all  is 
hushed  and  at  peace;  without  in  the  gloom  a  human  form  wanders 
about  homeless  and  friendless;  racked  with  pain,  gnawed  with 
hunger,  shivering  with  cold,  the  weary  traveller  moves  on  as  it  were 
without  hope;  where  shall  he  find  shelter,  food,  and  aid  ?  In  the 
midst  of  despair,  with  many  conflicting  emotions,  his  body  in 
misery,  his  soul  in  woe,  bright  as  the  golden  light  from  Heaven, 
the  outlines  of  the  Home  for  the  sick  appear  before  him  in  the 
distance.  With  renewed  hope  he  reaches  its  welcome  portals, 
cheer  and  comfort  are  brought  to  his  dreary  heart;  light,  warmth, 
and  succor  are  here  found ;  he  is  saved.  And  when  he  reaches  this 
haven — this  asylum  of  rest — he  realizes  that  there  exists  a  common 
brotherhood  between  man  and  man.  No  questions  of  creed  or 
nationality  are  introduced.  "A  stranger  in  distress  seeks  aid," 
is  the  pass-word,  which  opens  wide  the  door  for  his  admission. 
Thus,  untrammelled  by  forms  of  worship,  with  no  proselytic  sur- 
roundings, he  is  allowed  to  practise  the  faith  in  which  he  was 
reared.  Kind  hands  smoothe  his  pillow,  every  softening  influence 
cheers  him  on  to  regain  his  health;  perhaps  'tis  only  to  comfort 
him  in  his  last  hours,  and  if  the  latter,  what  consolation  to  dis- 
tant friends  that  the  lonely  wanderer  from  whom  they  have 
parted  thus  forever,  has  received  that  care  which  emanates  from 
the  fountain  of  true  love  and  charity  for  our  fellow-man  ! 

This  is  not  an  overdrawn  picture,  it  is  the  stern  reality;  daily 
episodes  in  a  great  city  so  often  realized  in  the  experience  of  hos- 
pitals. 

The  decade  of  years  leaves  but  slight  marks  of  past  generations; 
time  changes  all  things  from  their  original  form;  yet,  good  deeds 
live  forever,  forming  connecting  links  between  the  past  and  the 
future. 

The  loftier  sentiments  of  man  perpetuate  all  that  is  noble;  this 
is  the  civilization  upon  which  we  build  and  progress.  So  will 
Mount  Sinai  Hospital  live  in  ages  to  come,  held  up  as  a  type  of 
the  goodness  ex tanr-  in  our  days.  The  breadth  and  scope  of  its 
work,  extending  as  it  does  its  beneficence  to  all,  irrespective  of 
religious  dogmas  or  creeds,  present  a  picture  of  liberality  which 
will  be  recognized  as  the  very  essence  of  purity,  now  and  here- 
after. 
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As  from  Mount  Sinai  the  word  was  given  which  disseminated 
light  to  all  mankind,  the  influence  of  which  has  been  felt  by  all 
generations,  forming,  as  it  were,  the  foundation  upon  which  so- 
ciety has  rested  for  ages;  so  does  our  Mount  Sinai  to-day  perform 
its  high  mission  in  promulgating  these  exalted  teachings  which 
should  permeate  all  civilized  communities. 

May  the  effect  be  to  dispel  darkness,  superstition,  and  error;
